Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The aspect of the clams being drawn to a composition comprising a 
probe was discussed. Mr. Vadnais indicated that the point of novelty resided with the reagents in the mixture, and not 
necessarily with the probe. Mr. Sisson indicated that the composition does recite as the first element "a probe," and 
that the probe is without limitation, for which it can be interpreted as encompassing expressed sequence tags, or ESTs. 
Mr. Sisson indicated that the issues of enablement/written description and utility may be less of an issue if applicant 
were to pursue claims drawn to a method. Mr. Sisson indicated willingness to examine claims drawn to Group II of the 
restriction requirement provided claims drawn to the probe medium were canceled. 

In respone to the rejection of claims under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as it relates to the use of the expression 
"silane coupling agent," Mr. Vadnais indicated that he was considering amending the claims to recite "an agent for 
coupling the probe to a substrate wherein the agent comprises silane." 

In response to the rejection of claims under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Hahn et al.. Mr. Vadnais indicated 
that he is considering introducing language that more clearly sets out that the silane is part of the solution, and not part 
of the support, which was the case in Hahn et al .
